The entire staff has eoopeireted 
to tJie fullest in all our efforts to follow the Director’s plea for economy, in 
even the smallest tarings* Grants and our regular Ixidget have been closely related 
in 1940, Departmental ’Dransfers have been satisfactory,

Mies Rogers and Mrs, ftrowa are the only moBbers of last year’s secretarial 
staff, still elth us. For various reasons Mrs, Maher, Mrs, Ketler, Miss Limd, 

Miss Treaster and Miss Malley have left us. In replacing them and finding addl-. 
tional help for the TranslatlcHa Omat ee came in ct»petltlon with the growing 
demand in bJislness requiring well-treined women and paying well for their ser¬ 
vices, ^e ask for, and know that we must have the finest type of young women, 
college graduates, speedy, acmirate, tactful, experienced, attractive, le can 
offer nothing really permanent, and pay but a alniwa* salary. 

In order to fill these positions we have Interviewed at least fifty 
applicants. We are a bit proud of nur new group (Harding, Ongert, Potter, H^inter, 
Free, and Snyder, transferred to Membership and Mr, Croley), While this Ms 
taken a long tine It has been an invaluable experience out of which we have gained 
a deeper resoect for the yn»mg women in U\is field and the institutions which 
have trained them. Our best sources have been the Dllstabeth Arnold and the Djrke 
S5aploy»ent Bureaus. 

QUANTS ^ relatively small part of the responsibility for the grants

ffhile statistics for lecture attendance show a 
small increase, tills is probably dne to the additional ttovle progrees* We 
augjrest that for 1941 we list aovie attendance separately in order to get a 
more accurate pietore. The suceesa of the Thome-Thomson lecture and the 
very fine audience impressed me greatly with the Iciportsnce of cooperation 
with other Institutions in the matter of Friday evening lectures In order to 
secitre an audimee large enough to justify the eroanse and to give some In¬ 
spiration to the speakers. In the above case we worked closely with Mias 
Annie Cutter and her assistants, long in advance of the lecture. They, In 
turn, assumed the responsibility for bringing the lecttire the attwtion

of groups and iadividuals that might be interestf'd. We realise tJ*e the Cleve¬ 
land ?ub?.ic Library can do what fm other instittitions can do. However I a®

OOURSEE Ccwtrses have shown a better average attendance in 1940, 

Occasional new courses end new teacher# for old courses seem the answers when 
attendance begins to leg. Here again the need for careful and rather long range 
planning se^s desirable, since courses are so closely related to Museia Income, 
Should w© aot*«dvise** with Mr, Krary a:id Miss Durrous before arranging nert year’s 
courses? 

THE •’SPSCIALS" I have the fueling that we are back to normally with 

our specials. We again have two groups, younger and older, twentywflvo in each 
group, with excellent teachers for both, Each group is nada up of children 
reeonnended by several teacher# - (gallery, members and out-dopr») These 
young people are no longer offered an hour for male (one In throe years chose 
Etusic), They spend the entire morning in drawing which seems to be what thi^ 
want. Every student has been under observation for at least a year before 
being selected for this group. 

New Hies are now provided for keeping their drawings in order, which 



will finally be triuiiferred to ay office where ell children* e drawings ehowtld

Seen'ngly a very satisfactory prograe has been carried out this year, - 
a fine croup of children, with saore than the usual number of older cf lXdr^ and 
of Specials. We were able to interest a group of high I.Q. cMldrw for the 
first tlae this year. It was an unusually cold end rainy sum»er, with always 
decreases in attendance. There were eighty classes with a total attendance of 
1750 in the five weeks.

While our delightful Karaaau Children’s plays are no more wo do ha^ excellent 
play® by the Clewland theatre for Touth and the Jabberwoeky inippeteer® at the 
School of I’:ducation. Se could have many more play® if the Auditorium were free on 
Safeiirday mnmlag for rehearsals. 

We still hold th»t a fm well Illustrated talks and demonstration® should 
be Included in each year’s program®. Our allowance for these oatertainment® we 
must guard carefully since it can run into the red so easily in labor chargee and 
extra®.

Although the Eihibitioa of Great Maste:^iece6 did aot 
actually opea until February seTsath, th© laoath of January 
was largely coasumed in planning for it and in keeping up 
th© mere routine of department and teaching aetiTities. 

Special arreagsBieats had to be mede for scheduling school 
Tisits. No classes for exhibitions other than the Greet 
Masterpieces were held with the exception of those under 
the fourth grade cwning from Clereland Heights. Letters 
were written to a long list of schools. The responses were 
almost OTeiwhelmiaag. One of th© interesting results was 
the large number of out-of-town schools with whom contacts 
were made for the first time. A list of these was kept which 
will be of Tslue whenever important exhibitions are held. 

During the exhibition, th© teachers of all types of 
school classes were under tremendous pressure. The program 
would have been impossible had It not been for Mrs. Brownes 
skill in juggli3Qg schedules and smoothing out conflicts as they 
arose. Th© splendid serriee given by the Slide Department and 
the men from th© Superintendent*© Department was in every smase 
a life-saver. 

Even before the exhibition had closed, Mrs, Tan Loozm had 
completed the schedule for the rest of the spring semester. 

The day after the Big Show was over, regular work began. 

The tendency in the Secondary Schools toward an emphasis on 
a series of talks or a smester course rather than on a single 
talk is continuing. At Cleveland Heights High School, talks 
illustrating Kiss Bulkley»s work in art history are part of the 
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ragular prograa, For her art elasses and those of Miss 
V’iawall, deiaonstratioiia were arranged by the Museum but 
given by the Educational Section of the F^Jerai Forks Project, 
These included oil painting, eater color, tempera, murals, 
etching aM lithography. The students were very much 
Interested and the arrangement with the Federal Ax*ts seems 
an excellent vay la which to meet this particular kind of 
demand. In Hoxboro Junior High, both spring and fall, Mrs, 

Fan loosen gave a oourse on Crafts whioh was related to 
actual problems being carried on in school by tii© students. 
This fall at Roosevelt Junior Hijg^ a course is being given 
in Amerioan Crafts| twice during Une semester classes have 
visited the Museum, once being for the purpose of becoming 
acquainted with the Hollis French Collection of American 
Silver. 

iXSMBHTAHI SCHOOLS An increasing Interest is shown, especially in Clevelaxui 

Heights, in lessons whioh are not dependent on Social Studies 
for subject matter. More and more requests are coming in for 
Picture Appreciation, for help with design problems, with 
problems in modeling, figure drawing, portraits. These arm 
attacked by showing the children how different types of 
artists have handled their material. 

Always there is the cry for toys which will give svigges- 
tions for desl^tiing good toys. If the Lending GcUection 
could triple its toy supply, whioh already seems fairly 
large, it could not meet the all year 'round demand of the 
elementary schools. This seems natural because these children 
aie, after all, in the toy age themselves and many schools 



engage in large projects for making new toys or rebuilding 
old ones for hospitals or orphanages. 

The art appreciation work done in the Cleveland Heights 
Schools by BSuseum instructors is now being given in all 
eight buildingsj this has been Inforaally christened "Art 
Appreciation Extension" to distinguish it from similar work 
done in the Muse\an. Mrs. Van Loosen goes to Fairfax and 
KoxborO| Hiss Smart to Hoble and Boulevard. For the other 
six schools^ slides are selected iiy Mrs. Wicks and trans¬ 
ported by the Heights truck. Those tie in with monthly 
exhibits sent out 1:^ the Division of Lending Eadiibits and 
also follow in a general way outlines prepared for this 
work. Early in the fall the schools sent in requests for 
their exhibits which covered the entire year’s program. 

The next step will be to decide whether all eight schools 
are to follow this latter plan, or whether the two best 
schools (best for this kind of work) be selected and a per¬ 
manent art appreciation program set up. If could be done 
in the two buildings by one Museum instructor and, person¬ 
ally, I hope it may be. Certainly it would be impossible to 
continue indefinitely sending two teachers to elementary 
schools because next fall some of the work now being done 
under General Education Board Grant Niimber Two for Shaker 
Heij^ts will be extended, at least experimentally into other 
schools. 

In Kensington School, Rooky River, a group of parents 
got together enough money for a series of talks and for the 
transportation necessary. These talks are given at the 
school to assembly groups and are on the general subject of

art appreciation. No member of the staff was able to urMior- 
take this on regular Musetua time; but Kiss Smart who is not 
in the Museum on Mondays goes to Rocky River on that day amd 
is doing the job with marked success. 

Mrs, Van Loosen gave a spring semester course for Univer¬ 
sity Credit on Historic Textile Design . For the Textile Arts 
group last year she gave one talk a month on The History of 

Textiles , this year she has prepared another on Textiles and, 

'Rieir Use in Costume and the Home . Kiss Smart has given a 
number of radio talks as has Mrs. Wellman* Mrs* Dunn had a 

book published this fall which is already in use with classes, 

Mrs, Wicks also published a children's book, Jock’s Castle . 

The Cleveland Theatre for louth now have a play of hers for 
Junior High age in rehearsal, .Nathaniel’s Witch by name. 

Laurel School is using an old Christmas play of Mrs. Mcks’ 
which has been revised by Miss Crawford, the teacher of 
Dramatics. The fifth and sixth grades will give it at the 
Museum. 

Mrs. Greenwood continued to work part tine for the 
DepartToent until this fall. As was stated in last year’s 
report, there were many difficulties in having to work out 
programs for so many part-time teachers. This fall, there¬ 
fore, Kiss Smart was put on practically a full time teaching 
sohediile. Mr, Segner gave a day a ww»k to leaching until 
October when he was released to the Division of Lending 
Ejdiibits because Mrs. Ruggles is on leave of absence from tiiat 
Department, Mrs, Wellman is giving only a half day a week to 
teaching. The summer and fall saw many changes in the secre-

tarial stajff whioh had thair raparcussioas cm the teaching program he- 
caasa Mrs* Browa had not only to carry the work herself hecaus© she had 
no on© trained to dO it, bat also had to give much of her time to break¬ 
ing in new people. Somehow, she has managed to do all this and still 
keep the schedules on the track* 

The problan of a reduced budget, it would se«n, may be solved in 
one of tfiVO ways so far as the teaching staff is concerned. There can 
be either a very siaali staff of esEperlenoed sad well-trained teachers 
or only one or tw experienced teachers flanked by a constantly changing 
group of young, inexperienced teachers, not so highly paid. The latter 
plan has the advantage of bringing new blood into the departaient, but it 
also has grave disadvantages. 

If new experiments in teaching are to be tried, they mu&t logically 
be made on the basis of work already done, Until a teacher knows the 
Museum, know* the schools with vjhich contacts are made, knows age- 
levels and is able to use material elastically and appropriately 

she is not ready for new ventures. To do all this takes the average 
young person, however clever and well-trained, at least two years. During 
this period the older members of the staff must give a good deal of thought 
and time to training the aewoesmers, thus reducing the sortoimt of time avail¬ 
able for fresh teaching developments from within the more experiaaced 
group. Also a young teacher who because of financial or other ^ob 
unoertaiaties lacks stability has not the initiative to go ahead and 
work out long-time activities however attractive these may seem. 

If staff changes are to be made frequently, then the only solution 
is to put the teaching program as a whole on a more routine basis and 
cut down on experimental work. If the policy of the Department were one© 
established on either of these two lines, then the direction of the 
entire teaching set-up could be worked out more intelligently. 



Tli 0 Juaior League assistants are working more and more ia the 
Department of Mueatioa. Mrs. Borfliager eoiass ia each Wednesday 
and takes scliool classes. TLere are three assistants for Satxirday 
morning classes and on® more to he added. It is our plan to >?ork 
with a rery small group and try to build up a really effective core 
of voiunteei's, Mrs. Phoebe i’lory Walker is the League representative 
in charge of this work.

GENERAL STATEMEHT 

Work for eleaentary through high school classgs began with arrangement 
of schedules and publicity to schools for the February exhibit of Haster- 
pieces. At this time we revived an earlier drive for Museum publicity 
through school newspapers. Letters from Dr, Munro were sent to all prin-. 
cipsls of secondary schools. This carried to faculty advisors and to the 
student editors of school papers, a special enclosure with good promotion 
paragraphs for the current issues all school newspapers* This st^ems to 
have been helpftil as the statistical statement which follows will show, 

A conference with Mr, Hilllken brought generous concessions of time 
for visiting classesj l.e, 8-9 A,M. and Monday visiting in order to give 
schools favorable study periods in -Uie exhibit. In spite of such ai^ust- 
ment there were periods when, the galleries were over-acheduled and pupils 
as well as teachers felt the futility of the trip. For future occasions 
of similar nature a better scheme of scheduling can and shoxild be adopted. 
Discrimination in favor of secondary schools was made for this showj elemen¬ 
tary schediaes were made an exceptional privilege for schools able to 
aiu'lve early and pledged to high standards of gallery behavior,

d) Club activities in general make demands for material. The 
requests from club leaders are for diversified subjects—lait 
atueh Btuseua material is available and as such leaders are in¬ 
troduced to this material its use will be extended. Through 
club needs, many teachers are made museuia-conacious, 

e) The Principal of Eawlings school asked that the Museum 
material be explained to his faculty, and this was done. We 
are promoting this type of work wherever the faculty permit 
an opportunity* 

f) Teachers of social science, printing, music, and home econ¬ 
omics ask for our services, which are given but the greater 
portion of Mr, Chamberlin*s time is used in art departeents. 

An effort has been made to take care of schools not given much 
help last year, because of the radio work* also those schools 
which want aruseum services repeated. Mr, Chamberlin is re-, 
building those programs which have Iseen difficult to schedule, 
because of the irregular programs of previous semesters# All 
these irregularities have been worked over in conference with 
teachers, and wherever possible the initiative taken by teachers 
or prineipsls in seeking for such diversified Museum service 
has been met* 

Senior High Schools 

a) Much work has been done In cooperation with history teachers 
at West Technical High #iich is the social studies curriculum 
center. Art as a Imickground for all lOB—lOA World History 
classes is a atiggested procedure, and so steadily called for 
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that it raises a question of setting up in radio form these en- 
ricliment lessons worked out ty a ffluseua teacher. This seeas 
a consistent plan since extension Into thirteen high schools 
of the work now being done by Mr, Jeffery in the curHeulum 
center would aean that all auseua service would be allocated 
to history teachers leaving no time for art deuartaents, 
b) Closely related to the above aentioned enrieliment prograa 
is another auseua service which follows up the art Interests 
created by slides and other art amterial in lOB—lOA history 
classes. This is in the form of a questionnaire which the 
students may take to the museum galleries to his own convenience, 
fill in answers and secure additional credit in his history stand¬ 
ing BO doing. The questionnaires Jiave been carefully re¬ 
lated to lectures given to pupils, and so written as to make 
museum study a pleasant exj>loritoiy tour. Class room teachers 
duplicate the question sheets thus relieving the museum of 
expense and at the same time asking the material a part of 
school equipment. 

The problem of getting more High School students to the museum 
is thus being painlessly overcome, since teachers and pupils 
have heartily accepted this scheme of voluntary visiting, five 
different phases of art history are being covered try question 
sheets.

Aside from the regular activities of teaching end. conferences, Miss 
Horton served on a Conunittee created in the Progressive Educetion Association. 
This is designated "National Conniittee on Museum-School Relations”. Two 
meetings were attended, one in joint session with the regular convention 
in Chicago in P’ebruary, and again a meeting of the committee during the 
Detroit meeting of the American Museum ■'association. At present, the com¬ 
mittee seems to be working through s stege of unorganized activity—which 
once cleared, should allow for a really helpful use of the funded experience 
and practices of leading museums. Cleveland's progress in Museum-School 
activity is well known, and the objectives and practices of its depart¬ 
ment of education may be very helpful to this committee.

This is the aecoaU ennual report on aaotlou picture activities since you 
plftcefi lae in charge of this phase of the Muaeua's wort , iierewith I submit sn 
itemized eccount of progrems, showings, and sttendanoes. I have also added a 
detailed list of the films offered at our various film activities, each title 
being listed according to the type of program—Friday Evening FrosTiims, Child¬ 
ren’s Saturday Frograas, etc. 

You will notice that the total actual Rtteaa<nce for 1940 —9785—is oon- 
sidembly below the 1933 total—17,311,—This would seem to indicate e great 
dropping off of interest in film programs, but «ctufU.iy this is not the case. 
During 1933 «© offered 60 different programs for a totsl of 63 different show- 
lags; while is 1940 we offered 35 programs for a total of 45 showings. Thus 
the proportion of new pix-graas to number of time® shown is much less than 
last years, roughly 77-X' bs against 955C. On the other hand the attendance rctio 
1940 to 1933 is about the same as the new prograias ratio , 1S40 to 1339. 

The interest la our film activities continues to ba gratifying. M&ay 
people seem to take it for granted that the showing of unusual films Is sn 
estsblished part of Museum policy. On »n number of public occaslone I beve 
heard people refer to our movie activities as astisfying e need In the com- 
aunlty, and moreover, a need which Is not now being met in any other way. (You 
will recall that there is at present no theatre in Olevelend regulerly show¬ 
ing foreign, or unusual, or ’'art” films.) A large and growing number of people 
think of the motion picture In other ways than as mere entertainment—there is 
growing up a contiolseurshlp of the film; and these people look to the Museum 
to serve their Interests is exactly tb© same way os "art-lovers" anticipate 
that new acquisitions and exhibitions of art will theirs. 

To s certain extent the public seems to have felt, on the basis of lest 
year’s eiperlesee.that the crowds seeking acunlsaioa were so large as to sake 
It usalaas to try to get In. This year, » generous gift from one of the 
trustees made it possible to offer three Fridcy showings instead of the usual 
two. Fojnnerly e preview was held at ;B;00 p.«., closed to the public; end a 
public perfoTfflaoce at 8:00 p.s. In 1939 the public was admitted to the £:00 
p.ffi. preview la order to reduce the strain on eeetiag capacity in the even¬ 
ing. This was not very effective, for eft 'moon stteodsnees rcraeiced small. 
During the fall of 1340, the hall wbs thrown open to members of the Museum 
oni contributors to the Motion Picture Fund at 2:00 p.m., and again at S;00 

The extra showing mantloaed above w«s offered at 6;00 p.m., and open to 
the general public. The new schedule was moro successful than I had hbped, se 
mey be Judged from the high attendances given on page..5..As the public b«- 
oomea used to this 6 o'clock showing in the future, I am sure the ettcndance 
will grow. 

As you know, we have laetalled comi^letsly new 16 mm . etiultjaent . con¬ 
sisting of as Ampro arc projector, ® new amplifier ana new speaker. A totsl 
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of #796.16 wfes paid for tije squipaent aad Instftllation. This was iitede possilsle 
through ths monay-relsir^ o.f ^rs. Arthur i>. BaldwiB, on whoa I iapr@»s@4 

the need of new e-fjuiijment when ah® was so disappointed In e showing by a friend 
of bers» in ''^ctober, 1359. The Director’s snoney-ralsing fet-illtiae‘undoubtedly 
were exerted in this direction st the seme time. The purcfeEse cf the new equip¬ 
ment satisfies the first of the recoanendatioas I made In last yser’a report. 

I a® glad to report that our 16 am. projection Is equal to the profesaionel 
steadards of our 5& oa. but perhapc more iaportant in the present circumstances 
1® the feet that we can aow substitute 16 aa. showing® tor 35 rm» *t m con- 
sidernble sevings to the budget, for excsaple, we paid #60.00 for the three 
October film® af this past yesTi as ag&inat the #90.00 we would hay® paid if 
all three had been 35 am. bshlpping charges are lass then one half. (Operat¬ 
ing ch«g«s are equal.) 

Children’s progress are a Tery Isyortant Saturday afternoon activity, 
and th® response is remarkable. It woula b® desirable to capitsliz® cn this 
interest through the introduction of a motion picture study group. 

I would like to be allowed to auke some suiKpeattona for the futur®; 

1. Kspeating a suggestion of last year: "It would seem deaii'able to com© 

to soma daflnita decision about the extent to which the Museum wishes to enter 
Into th© aoticn picture field and to oo-operat® with school® snd other agencies 
which h&ta suggested such cooperation, if euffiolant time were given to such 
activities, a grand work could be done, cad a r«»l service instituted. Musewaa 
have paid too little attention to this fora of pictorial ert, with the result 
that Snglish departments have taken, over the motion picture. Thus museutss loss 
a veluable aeen® for stimvdatlng art end pictorial appraclatlon. 

2. Again from last yser’s report: "A oollsctlon of stills, lltsreture, end 
other material pertinent to the study of the motion picture, snould be made 
available in the library, ^’ilms, when offered to the Museum, should, if they 
tvira out to bs of any valus, b® accepted end filed in a film vault in on® of 
the down-town exchangee. Tjjs cost peryear is nominal. la the future history 
of this Museum, such a collection aay vary well b« of untold value.

Since I9S& a Coaparatlve Arts Prograa^ that is, combined courses in 
musical and visual arts, have been available to aettbers* children betveen six 
and sixteen years of age* lih«a the combined co'orses first were offered to 
meadiers* children it wae with the realisation that most of the children ccaning 
to the Museum would be interested primarily in the visual arte. Many of the 
childroo would have liked nothing better than to spmad all morning in the visual 
arts classes* Many parents felt differently* 

Program 19S3«-4Q 

the present program for the Musical Arts Classes is the result of continued 
reorganisation by the Musical Arte Staff based on their own observations and 
suggestions and ccmmmats from the children* A few of the most revealing 
ctMatrlbutions of the c^iildr«a.'8 committee are the following commontst 

*they wanted sc^etbing different from school music* 

•they wanted to learn something new each day* 

♦if they were going to listen to music they did not want to 
have to listen to a lot of talking about it* 

It is significant, particularly whm members’ children come from all over 
Cleveland and suburbs with the various opportunities offei-ed in these several 
school systems, that these coaaients were unanimously subscribed to by tiie children 
in all the Museum music classes* To & teacher of ’school music’ such commonts 
are thought provoking* 

In an effort to discover the most satisfactory tfP* of music programs for a 
comparative arts course, the lessons have been planned to Include opportunities 
for composing anisic, for ilstmilng to music and for participating In group 
activities, such as singing, dancing end various types of rhythmic response to 
muslci sapplemaated by the use of materials from the field of visual arts* The 
composing of songs as a group activity has beoa given more of a trial during 
X939~40 as a means of acquainting jwipils with the ’tools of music* in preparation 
for a better understanding and enjoym^t of music* 

Diacussion of Changes for 1940~41 

The work la the classes for the younger chlldr«i has been more successful 
from tiie point of view of the children and the teachers than work in older 
Children’s classes. For several successive years the ten wad eleven year old 
groups more than any others ijeve presented problems of dissatisfaction of on© sort 
or another. It la generally felt that the incoming tm year old group will be 
different* Tnelr keen interest as nine year olds la c<xap08iag music and the 
caracy over into all tii® musical activity suggests that Uie program offered 
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thm during the preceding successive ye&rs is beginning to beur farutt in 
greeter interest in stusic and xmderstending of auslc* 

Hie aspheeis on listening lessons for the six and seven ye&r old groups 
during 1940-41 elli be baaed on & selected list of phwiograj^ records. The 
children have indicated over & period of a year (25 lessons) preferences for 
phonogi'sph records arbitrarily selected by the teacher from records available 
at The Cleveland Museum of Art. This *preferred* list vill serve as a basis 
for 11stiling aaterlal. Additions vlll be uade based aa children*s preferences. 

Musicianship and composing music iiave not been successful with the older 
children (X2~1S and 14-16 groups). The aeadjers of the older groups have re¬ 
quested more use of the dance tllustratioog. On trie other hand composing and 
musicianship lessons seem to have increased in popularity with the younger 
children. 

Supplementary programs will be furnished as usual by Music and Physical 
Education Departments of flora Stone MatJiier College, Western Keeerve University* 
Instrumental and PolJc Dance Classes from Cleveland Public Schools, 

It has been the custom for several years to select outstanding students 
from the Music Department of Flora Stone Mather to serve as apprentices without 
pay. Beginning 19<S-41 a one credit class will be offered by the Plyslcai 
Education Department to etudents minoring in Piysical Edueatirm, The purpose 
of the class will be the preparation of Museum programs based on elements of 
the dance and dances of different periods. One student will be selected from 
this group to serve as apprentice to the dancing instructor. 

The f in a l meeting of the year is an actual demonstration shoving different 
types of musical activities for all age groups. It is unrehearsed, 

FroJectwt Plans for composing music and for listening lessons have been carried 
out In order to discover wad analyse musical concepts of children at various 
age levels. The method ve have used has bewa (l) In the nature of a surv^ of 
musical concepts of children evident in their ability to express themselves 
mueicaXly, (2) jUa listing their preferences for phonograph recordings of music 
end the reasons given for their preferences, •Musical Eleaenta in a Graded 
Program of Comparative Artsi I, Creative Music* is the first of a proposed 
series of articles based on information obtained in music classes. It is a 
particularly timely subleot »e proved by the appearance of articles on Creative 
Music in current issues of Saw ira end Educational Music Magaslae. leys and 
means of arranging for publishing articles for which material is now available 
have been discussed nltJi Dr, Munro*

The Beport on work vfith Sheker Heights Schools under Grant from the 
General Mucation Board September 19<59—June 1S40, covers work done from len- 
uery 1, 1940 through June 1940. This ineliides not only Museum material in 
use but some notee as to how it was used as a teaching aid. The list, tHsual 
Material foi* use in Secondary Schools, September 1940, was compiled during 
the smmer months of 1940 largely for use by Shaker Heights teachers but hes 
been meds svailsbls for other secondary school teachers as v«eil. TUn com¬ 
pilation of available material was made up from past requeata and from a 
study of the school curriculum. 

A copy was given to sech tet-cher in the Shaker Junior and Senior High 
schools. In addition, several copies of the June report were circulated in 
the schools et the request of the princlpsls. 

The first few months of the last school year (1939) were spent In 
interviewing heeds of departments and other teachers to find V)ut needs and 
offer suggostlons ss to Muaeuia material and its u&e. This year it was not 
folt necessary to do this, due to the acquaintance which the faculty hsd with 
material available end the lists which offered suggestions. 

However, doubtless due to the pressure under Wi.ieh teachers work, 
it TUBS found that suggestive lists of available material, and reports as to its 
uses do not in any way take the place of psraoiial interviews and the direct 
contact of the Museum liaison officer with the tsacher In the school, fhere 
his personal teaching problems and the curriculum can b© discussed, the 
Musem officer hea b«®n able to lay out with him a schedule of material to be 


borrowed for the asmsster at intervals when it will fit in with the teach- 
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ing progfiiBi. 

k& in tno past, ail «:tiiibite In th« Vnsilalag have been presentea to 
the school over the public &4dres« syate-n, fas notice, prep&rea by the 
liaison officer. 

This year, the «rt iJepsrtsient of the Junior High, uaaar Miss Corser 
planned with the Mueeim b series of exhibits to acquaint students with the 
history of Aeiorican painting snd its relation to its lurcpean background. 

This was made up of a hall exhibit of large fremed color raproductioae and 
faounted prints nnd uescribed with simple text. brief survey of the ac- 
hibit over the public address system was given in each case. This intro¬ 
duction to the exhibit was followed with an illustrjsted talk given by the 
Art teacher in the weekly art talk uesfiably et which Jittenaance ia optional. 
This soaetimos numbsrset several hundred atuaeats* 

In th© Senior hign, on® exhibit of far reaching interest was that 
on photography. It was arranged at the request of the Camera Club ana 
from the point of view of what is s good photograph and why. it telk was 
given to the club by » professional photographer, arrangements being rande 
for this by the Museum. The club also visited the Museum exhibit, the Inter¬ 
national Salon of the Photographic Society of America which was being held 
at this time. 

Wherever poeslble we are trying to make Mugsuja aeteriel more easily 
available to the teacher. To thin end lists end suggestions are jaeds evail- 
nbl© so that the end of the project will not meea the end of this visual 
material ia teaching. Tnls will ba carried on in many oaaes. However, more 
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end more, v4td the aecoadsry schools points to tho fact- tb«t th® clemBinds 
of the 3 ! 6 ny oxtre-ovrricular scti'vlti®:}, the many ra^iorta sad conforencee, In 
addition to the tseching hours, meeti that if Musettn itsterlsl is to he used it 
will have to he brought to the school rrthsr then the cchocl to the Museum.
